ORDERS 

New Delhi, the 5th February 1972 

S.O. 106(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 18G of the Indus¬ 
tries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1961 (66 of 1951), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following order further to amend the Molasses Control 
Order, 1961, namely:— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Molasses Control (Amendment) Order, 
1972. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Molasses Control Order, 1961:-— 

(a) for clause 3, the following clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

“3. Restrictions on Sale.—Every owner of a sugar factory shall, notwith¬ 
standing any contract to the contrary, sell the entire quantity of 
molasses or such portion thereof, produced by him or held in 
stock by him, to any person or persons as may be specified by 
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general or special order in each case by the Molasses Controller 
and shall not dispose ol such molasses in any other manner."; 

(b) lor clause 7, the following clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

"7. Maximum price at which molasses may be sold. —(1) No molasses of the 
grades specified in column 1 of the Schedule appended hereto other 
than molasses which may be specifically released by the Molasses 
Controller for purposes of export, shall be sold at a price higher than 
that specified in column 2 thereof. 

(2) No molasses specifically released by the Mplasses Controller for pur¬ 
poses of export shall be sold to any exporter of molasses at a price 
higher than Rs. 9.75 per kilograms F.O.B. Indian Port. 

Note, —The price fixed in the Schedule is exclusive of any excise duty or 
cess that may be levied under any law but includes cost of loading the molasses 
in tank wagons or tank lorries as may be arranged between the owner of a sugar 
factory and the purchaser."; 

(c) for clause 11, the following clause shall be substituted, namely-.—* 

"11. Application of precisions of the Order to molasses prepared by open 
pan process. —(1) The provisions of thiB Order shall apply to and k. 
relation to molasses prepared by the open pan process (that to say, 
mother liquor produced In the final stage of the manufacture of 
khandsari sugar by the open pan process) from sugarcane or gur 
with the aid of power as they apply to and in relation to mother 
liquor produced in the final stage of the manufacture of sugar by the 
vacuum pan process from 6Ugarcane or gur with the aid of power; 

Provided that in such application, the Schedule to this Order shall have 
effect as if for that Schedule, the following Schedule had been sub¬ 
stituted, namely:—

lugar is not less than 50 per cent. 

(2) Notwithstanding that the provisions of this Order have come Into force 
n any State, the provisions of sub-clause (1) shall not come into force in that 
State unless the Central Government, by notification In the Official Gazette, 
otherwise directs. 


Note. —From the price fixed under the above Schedule, 33 per cent thereof 
..hall be accounted for and funded separately by the producers, and shall be 
utilised for erection of adequate storage facilities in accordance with the orders 
that may be issued by the Central Government for the regulation of such funds.”; 

1 (d) for the Schedule, the following Schedule shall be substituted, namely:—

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(2) From the price fixed under the above Schedule for different grades of 
Molasses the bdlow mentioned amounts shall be accounted for and funded sepa¬ 
rately and shall be utilised for erection of adequate storage facilities in accor¬ 
dance with the orders that may be issued by the Central Government for the

106(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 18G of the Indus¬ 
tries (Development and Regihation) Act, 1051 (66 of 1951), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following order to amend the Ethyl Alcohol (Price 
Control) Order, 1971, namely:— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Ethyl Alcohol (Price Control) Amend¬ 
ment Order, 1972. I 

(2) It shall come Into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Ethyl Alcohol (Price Control) Order, 1971,— 

(a) for clause 2 , the following clause shall Ibe substituted, namely:— 

“2. Maximum ex-distillery prices of Ethyl Alcohol .—After the commence¬ 
ment of this Order, no person shall sell ex-distillery any of the 
grades of ethyl alcohol (industrial alcohol) specified in column ( 1 ) 
of the Table below at a price exceeding the price specified in the 
corresponding entry in column ( 2 ) thereof

r. Absolute alcohol conforming to I.S.I. Rupees two hundred and fifty and Palse fifty 

Standard No. 321 - 1952 , naked, for equi- only (Rs. 250 . 50 ) per kilo litre, 
valent volume at 100 per cent V/V strength. 

2 . Rectified sp rit conforming to I.S.I. Standard Rupees two hundred and forty two and Raise 
No. 323 - 1959 , naked, for equivalent volume thirty seven only (Rs. 242 . 37 ) per kilo litre 
at 160 per cent V V strength. 


Note.—T hese prices include six rupees (Rs. 6.00) per kilo litre for putting up 
adequate storage facilities. This amount shall be separately funded and 
shall be utilised In accordance with the orders that may be issued for the regu¬ 
lation of such funds.”; 

(b) after clause 3(a)(Ii), the following proviso shall be Inserted, namely:— 

"Provided that in case a distillery has to incur actual costs of more than 
the ceiling of one hundred rupees (Rs, 100.00) per Jlko litre, the 
Government of the State in which the distillery Is located may, after 
satisfying itself of the genuinness of the costs, as a special case allow 
a sum not exceeding one hunderd and fifty rupees (Rs. 150.00) per 
kilo litre to be charged In addition to the price specified In the said 
clause.”.
